Switzerland is a year round 
destination.

Documents 


The driver must carry a full 
passport, a _ full driving 
licence, and a letter 
authorising him to drive the 
coach, if he is not the owner. 
He needs tachograph charts 
to show his previous week’s 
work and rest periods, or a 
letter from his employer 
confirming his hours and rest. 
He must carry a Control 
Book in case the tachograph 
breaks down, and he ought to 
carry a European Accident 
Form. 


The driver must also carry 


the vehicle registration 
documents (V5), an 
International Insurance 


Certificate, a spare set of 
light bulbs, and a warning 
triangle. He needs a Journey 
Form, setting out his 
itinerary. He must keep an 


accurate record of his 
mileage and present the 
completed form to the 


frontier police on leaving the 
country. 


Roads 


Coaches are restricted to 
16.0 tonnes gross on two 
axles and to 19.0 tonnes on 
three axles. Some roads are 
restricted to 2.3 metres. 
Coaches are limited to 
100kph maximum on motor- 
ways, 80kph on other roads, 
and 50kph in built-up areas. 
Switzerland charges = an 
annual tax of SFR650 on all 
coaches, but shorter periods 
can be purchased. The tax 
can be paid in advance to 
Swiss Customs, or at the 
border on entry. It is not 


transferable, but can be used 
for an unlimited number of 
border crossings. 


Coaches must always be 100 
metres distant from each 
other. Mountain roads requi- 
re extra care. When neces- 
sary, vehicles _ travelling 
downhill must give way to 
those coming up. Snow 
chains must be carried for 
winter months. 


Vehicles coming from the 
right always have the right of 
way, except on designated 
main roads, indicated by signs 
with a yellow diamond inside 
a white diamond. Give way 
to trams and trolley-buses, 
except where they are 
coming from a minor road. 
Traffic must stop to let pas- 
sengers on and off trams, and 
to let pedestrians cross when 
turning from a main street 
into a minor street. 


It is illegal to drive only with 


side lights. Use dipped lights 4 


in tunnels and in poor visibil- 
ity. Horns should not be used 


between 11.00pm and day- 
light. 
Parking 

Many hotels and tourist at- 
tractions have free parking 
for coaches. Vehicles must 
not park within 5 metres of 
any junction or 10 metres of 
any pedestrian crossing or 
tram or bus stop.

The Go-Ahead Group has 
announced its proposed 
acquisition of London General 
Transport Services for 
£46.14m. The company, one of 
the London Buses_ sub- 
sidiaries was the subject of a 
management and employee 
buyout two years ago. The 
purchase is to be satisfied by 
a mixture of cash and shares 
which has been agreed by the 
directors and certain share- 
holders of Mokett Ltd - the 
holding company formed to 
effect the London General 
MEBO. The terms include the 
acquisition of all issued 
Mokett preferred ordinary 
shares and ordinary shares 
for £24.62m and the redemp- 
tion of Mokett loan stock and 
preference shares for 
£11.83m. ‘ 
Go-Ahead will additionally 
assume around £9.7m in hire 
purchase obligations and the 
benefit of cash balances 
which are assumed to amount 
to £7.27m at the time of acqui- 
sition. Providing the required 
acceptance of the offer is 
received, Go-Ahead will issue 
a payment of £12.31m for all 
of the issued Mokett shares, 
of which £6.73M is to be satis- 
fied in cash and £5.58m by the 
issue of 1,800,000 new ordi- 
nary shares. The _ total 
requirement for all share 
acquisition, £30.87m, is to be 
funded by a combination of 
placing and open offer of 
7,290,000 new ordinary shares 
at 290p each.

the sea front. Visitors were 
encouraged to use the service 
into and out of the town cen- 
tre by the provision of a free 
bus pass which was valid for 
the duration of the confer- 
ence. 


Unfortunately, B&CB could 
not attend the whole of the 
event but managed to take in 
the final morning’s agenda 
prior to the AGM. The speak- 
ers included Stuart Lynn, mar- 
keting director of Southern 
Vectis, who gave a detailed 
explanation of the build up to 
producing the Great Britain 
Time Table. Against formida- 
ble odds, the nationally inte- 
grated system has been rela- 
tively successful and does 
work for those using it across 
local operational boundaries 
but it does rely heavily on 
being kept up to date by com- 
panies notifying any service 
revisions immediately. The 
recent rail privatisations are 
causing some problems with 
information flow as_ they 
develop their services. 

John Miller of Fleetrisk 
Insurance delivered advice on 
claims handling and looked at 
pro-active measures compa- 


nies could take to reduce the 
amount awarded in claims 
against them. The spokesman 
said he had seldom received 
a claim involving personal 
injury, in recent times, where 
the complainant's solicitor 
was not trying to get compen- 
sation for whiplash injuries. 
He maintained many of these 
cases could be amicably and 
more cheaply settled if efforts 
were made to get to the third 
party before the solicitors or 
credit organisations did so. 
This even meant offering third 
parties the use of car where 
damage may have been sus- 
tained to their own vehicle. 
This, he said, would work out 
far cheaper than any amount 
of high-rated car hire that 
would later be claimed 
through more _ traditional 
channels. He also warned 
operators of the forthcoming 
Wolf Report. He said the 
paper was a ‘fast-track to liti- 
gation procedures’ and could 
make things very expensive. 
As a result, he believed there 
would be a long term harden- 
ing of rates and greatly 
increased premiums through- 
out the insurance trade. 


The day’s general proceed- 
ings were brought to a close by 
Andrew Braddock, head of Lon- 
don Transport’s Disabled Pas- 
senger Unit. Andrew gave an 
entertaining presentation on the 
development and evolution of 
accessible transport, something 
that has been extensively cov- 
ered in earlier issues of B&CB. 


Following the AGM it was 
announced that the newly 
elected ALBUM chairman for 
1996/97 is Colin Thompson of 
Reading Transport. David 
Howard continues in the role 
of secretary and _ Barry 
Hawksworth of Great 
Yarmouth Transport has 
become the new treasurer. 
The venue for next year’s 
event was set for Blackpool in 
May but a definite date has 
yet to be confirmed.

Safe Vehicle Operation 


The pressure for safer vehicle 
operation has never been 
greater than it is today with 
the industry under constant 
scrutiny by a national media 
which is keen to exploit any 
mishap as headline grabbing 
news. While it remains true 
that buses and coaches are 
still the safest form of 
motorised passenger travel, 
unfortunate incidents in which 
someone is injured still occur. 

Good though the industry 
record is we cannot wrap our- 
selves in a feeling of compla- 
cent well-being unless we 
want to see this fine perfor- 
mance diminish. We have had 
to face tough repercussions in 
the aftermath of a small num- 
ber of tragic events. Govern- 
ment measures have included 
the introduction of seat belts, 
more restrictive speed con- 
trols and the inability to use 
motorway overtaking lanes, 
and these have inevitably hit 
the industry hard by adding to 
costs. There is little evidence 
yet to suggest that these mea- 
sures have contributed great- 
ly to safety and although the 
third or outside lane ban is 
only ‘experimental,’ now it is 
in place it will be very difficult 
to remove. It could be argued 
that by unjustly penalising the 
industry and thereby making 
other more dangerous modes 
of transport such as the car 
more attractive to passen- 
gers, the Government's 
actions have made our roads 
less rather than more safe. 

On the back of this legisla- 
tion comes news that the 
Vehicle Inspectorate is no 
longer there to examine vehi- 
cles and report objectively 
and impartially on their condi- 
tion. They now have targets 
for the numbers of prohibi- 
tions they must issue. 

There is also the fear this 
will mean that when quotas 
fall behind, such as in the 
area of spot emissions or 
weight checks, the bulk of the 
Vl’s_ concentration will be 
directed to bringing these 
particular figures up while the 
routine annual inspections 
| are skimped over to avoid a 
backlog. The situation is far 
from desirable and although

all operators with any sense 
of responsibility want to see 
strong measures taken 
against habitual offenders 
they will not relish the indis- 
criminate ‘witch hunt’ that the 
VI's new directives augur. 

In the light of such propos- 
als it is more essential than 
ever that operators look to 
tighten their maintenance 
schedules, their reporting 
facilities, and keep a watchful 
eye on emissions and drivers 
hours. All these will have an 
inevitable beneficial effect on 
the long term safety record 
and image of the industry. 

Last year when Bus & 
Coach Buyer looked at safety 
issues a strong emphasis was 
placed on the value of training 
staff, something which a 
growing number of compa- 
nies appear to appreciate. 
Increasingly, companies are 
promoting better customer 
care policies, encouraging 
staff awareness, and improv- 
ing quality of service on 
branded routes through the 
introduction of new and well 
specified vehicles. It is all 
part of recognising the impor- 
tance of the passenger, the 
source of every operator’s 
revenue. Treating them better 
and offering a better product 
has paid dividends on key 
corridors for bus operators 
and in satisfied customers 
happily prepared to repeat 
bookings for tours or excur- 
sions with coach operators. 

Defensive driving courses 
are an obvious aid to promot- 


ing safety through reduced 
accidents. They can also lead 
to discounts or reduced pre- 
miums on insurance policies. 
Properly trained drivers are 
not only beneficial in terms of 
providing a better ride for 
customers and_ increasing 
their safety, either on or off 
the vehicle, but generally they 
are much kinder to the vehicle 


itself. This leads to less 
mechanical wear and stress 
which reduces’ downtime, 


decreases the requirement for 
spare parts and uses less fuel 
- which also means less pol- 
lution and reduced over- 
heads. Insurers have seen a 
rapid rise in the number of 
personal injury claims as 
solicitors acting for claimants 
have become aware that liti- 
gation often brings high 
rewards. 

It is additionally important 
to recognise that many of 
today’s vehicles, particularly 
coaches, are being specified 
with larger capacity engines 
in order to make the best use 
of restricted top speeds. The 
main thinking is that the UK’s 
65 mph or European 62.5 mph 
maximum limit can be main- 
tained for longer periods and 
therefore improve the aver- 
age speed throughout a jour- 
ney. There are other consid- 
erations here, whereby manu- 
facturers have required high- 
er capacity power units to 
assist in meeting emissions 
requirements which may not 
have been possible’ with 
smaller engines. As a result 


there is far more power under 
the driver's foot and so it is 
important that drivers are 
fully competent to handle the 
vehicles they are allocated. 
In all other respects newer 
vehicles are safer than ever 
before in that many of the 
improvements have been 
aimed at making them easier 
to drive. There are a growing 
number of coach operators 
specifying automatic trans- 
mission because this is one 
element that can remove 
stress from the driver. It has 
long been a policy of opera- 
tors running commuter coach 
services into large cities to 
opt for automatics because 
their drivers are spending a 
lot of time in slow moving traf- 
fic. The constant stop/start 
nature of this driving puts 
stress not only on the driver 
but on conventional clutches 
and gearboxes. The Skills 
Motor Coaches. operation, 
which is largely based on 
tours and excursions, has 
recently taken delivery of five 
new coaches with automatic 
transmissions because Nigel 
Skill believes stress levels for 
drivers are getting higher and 
it is one way he can ease 
their burden and allow them 
to concentrate more fully on 
controlling the coaches and 
ensuring passenger safety. 


Brakes 


The addition of ABS brak- 
ing systems and ASR anti- 
skid devices have played their 
part too - in assisting drivers 
to avoid hazardous situations. 
They have been made more 
effective where disc brakes 
have evolved into the specifi- 
cation because their reaction 
time in engaging or disengag- 
ing is considerably faster than 
with conventional drum 
brakes. 

Disc brakes, however, are 
not a complete answer yet. 
There is still much develop- 
ment work to be done on 
these systems in order to 
obtain a satisfactory opera- 
tional life. Alistair Hill of Don, 
manufacturers of OEM speci- 
fied friction materials, recent- 
ly expressed concern about

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the longevity of disk brakes in 
service. He said, ‘There is no 
doubt that the brakes are 
effective enough but the 
amount of energy they gener- 
ate into heat when stopping 
heavy vehicles is often exces- 
sive. It does not impair their 
function, providing the pads 
are up to scratch, but it does 
lead to premature wearing 
out. Discs are becoming dis- 
torted or crazed through high 
temperatures, in excess of 
500 degrees centigrade, and 
consequently have to be 
replaced more frequently. It is 
noticeable particularly where 
discs may be used on just one 
axle and it is found that their 
sensitivity leads to this axle 
doing the bulk of the braking 
work. It is not easy to achieve 
a satisfactory balance to alle- 
viate premature wear.’ 
Pursuing the theme, Alis- 
tair also maintained it was 
important for operators not to 
cut corners on disc pads 
when purchasing replace- 
ments. At the recent IRTE 
exhibition he presented pho- 
tographs of a Don brake pad 
alongside an un-named com- 
petitor’s product. The latter

had shown serious deteriora- 
tion and was breaking up hav- 
ing attained an operating tem- 
perature of just 420 degrees 
centigrade. Don and other 
OEM suppliers manufacture 
their pads to safely handle 
temperatures of over 500 
degrees. This has caused 
great concern amongst the 
reputable manufacturers who 
are convinced that the supply 
of spurious pads will lead to 
serious consequences. 
Brakes on heavy vehicles 
have to work very hard and 
regardless of whether they are 
disc or drum types unless they 
are maintained correctly they 
cannot function efficiently. It is 
essential that staff engaged in 
the rebuilding of braking sys- 
tems are properly trained 
and/or supervised to ensure 
high standards are main- 
tained. Pressure of work with 
vehicles desperately needed 
to be operational cannot be 
allowed to influence a decision 
to place a vehicle back into 
service before it is ready. 
Every process in rebuilding 
worn brakes can have a criti- 
cal effect on performance or 
safety, including: the prepara-

tion of shoes; riveting of new 
linings; measuring drum ovali- 
ty and any _ subsequent 
machining that may _ be 
required; thorough inspection 
of hydraulic and air lines; and 
the final checks and analysis 
to ensure there is even perfor- 
mance from each _ brake. 
Rolling roads are vital pieces 
of equipment with which to 
gain an accurate evaluation of 
what is happening at each 
wheel and are considerably 
safer than applying the brakes 
sharply in the yard or on the 
road to see if the vehicle stops 
safely and under control. 
There are those that want 
to see a more rigid regime 
introduced over the mainte- 
nance and rebuilding of 
brakes on commercial vehi- 
cles. Germany has a system 
where only registered brake 
builders are allowed to per- 
form these functions and, as 
such, are ultimately responsi- 
ble for any defects arising 
from negligence in the build- 
ing work. The Germans also 
have to build brakes which 
work to their maximum effi- 
ciency from the time they 
enter service. Effectively, this

does not take account of a 
bedding-in period and re- 
adjustment after so many 
miles. To get round this the 
linings are machined in posi- 
tion on the backplate. Any 
high or low spots in the fric- 
tion material are eradicated 
and this ensures the maxi- 
mum amount of friction lining 
is in contact with the newly

machined drum from the very 
first moment the brakes are 
applied. 

The process is complex 
and more time consuming 
than a conventional rebuild, 
therefore expensive, but the 
costs are the same across the 
industry and as it is compul- 
sory no operator has an 
advantage over another. 
Equipment is readily available 
to provide this kind of brake 
servicing and building and the 
friction material producers 
would like to see some of 
these procedures adopted 
over here. Alistair Hill 
believes there is a need to go 
a long way down the same 
road as the Germans but does 
not want to see the total sys- 
tem adopted. He said, ‘There 
are some very good engi- 
neers our own_ transport 
industry, plenty who can still 
teach us a thing or two about 
brakes, but there are also a 
lot that only think they know. It 
is these people, the ones who 
have not been trained proper- 
ly themselves or have let bad 
habits become instilled in 
their procedures, that need 
targeting.’

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requirements and save foun- 
dation brakes for more 
demanding or emergency sit- 
uations. Given the choice, 
most coach and bus operators 
would opt for a _ retarder 
although the UK's unjustified 
axle weight restrictions some- 
times place such systems on 
an options list rather than as 
an essential item. It seems 
unthinkable, yet one of the 
most prominent safety 
devices available, which can 
also save a considerable sum 
in terms of vehicle downtime 
and brake maintenance costs, 
often forces operators to com- 
promise between comfort and 
safety. 

Retarders come in a few 
different forms but all offer to 
supplement the foundation 
system. The most popular and 
effective system for coaches, 
although equally at home on 
bus work, is the electromag- 
netic type. They have the abil- 
ity to energise and decay 
their functions in mere mil- 
liseconds. This rapid 
response means that electro- 
magntic retardation is com- 
patible with ABS and ASR 
systems - allowing them to

function normally. 

Hydraulic retarders are 
commonly found as integral 
parts of automatic gearboxes 
and are generally most suited 
to slower urban operation, 
hence their popularity with 
bus operators. Response 
rates are restricted to the type 
and viscosity of fluid used in 
the system and the resultant 
delays between actuation and 
the building up or release of 
hydraulic pressure. 

Other retarders use the 
engine to assist in decelera- 
tion. Exhaust brakes can be 
anything between useless 
and quite effective, so it is 
important to talk to operators 
with experience of particular 
applications in order to deter- 
mine their level of contribu- 
tion. Modern systems are 
able to accurately vary the 
back pressure build up in the 
manifold once the gas flow 
has been restricted. They are 
more reliable than early 
exhaust brakes and_ their 
ability regulate gas pressure 
helps prevent any damage 
within the manifold or 
exhaust pipe. 

Engine brakes are very

effective on larger capacity 
engines and also light in 
weight. They are not general- 
ly widely available for the 
European market but are 
extremely popular on Cum- 
mins L10 units. Smaller 
capacity diesels do not bene- 
fit a great deal from these 
systems as they rely on an 
engine’s swept volume to pro- 
vide a negative compression 
force in the cylinder. This is 
achieved by cleverly altering 
the valve timing so that no 
power stroke occurs and the 
reciprocating weight of com- 
ponents within the engine can 
be used against compression 
as retardation rather than 
assisting with over-run. 
Jacobs, manufacturers of the 
Jake Brake, have indicated 
that in addition to large Cum- 
mins and Volvo D12 engines 
they will be widening the 
field. Advanced technology 
has made it possible to 
increase the brake’s efficien- 
cy and it is now more effec- 
tive at slower rpm as well as 
at lower capacity ratings. 
Announcements will be made 
soon as to its availability for 
popular European engines.

Seat Belts 


The seat belt issue has 
become a very emotive sub- 
ject and interpretation of the 
legislation leaves many peo- 
ple confused. Despite no 
moves towards compulsory 
wearing of them they are to 
be compulsory fitment on new 
vehicles. There is nothing 
wrong with offering the pas- 
senger the choice of whether 
he or she would want to be 
belted in position but there 
are risks in fitting belts to 


vehicles that were not 
designed to have proper 
installation points, floors

and school services because 
the diminishing rate of return 
does not compensate reailisti- 
cally for running modern 
equipment. The situation is 
more of their own creation 
than the fault of operators 
who would relish the chance 
to compete for contracts that 
could be operated viably. By 
insisting on cut throat compe- 
tition for local authority work 
and paying no attention to 
quality the Government 
encourages corner cutting 
and the retention of older 
vehicles. 

As a consequence, many 
contract vehicles are being fit- 
ted with belts to satisfy ten- 
dering authorities but with lit- 
tle regard to their effective 
function. Operators having 
seat belts retrofitted should 
ensure that the company 
undertaking the work is pre- 
pared to provide written con- 
firmation that what they do 
meets the regulations. 

Coach seats to M3 specifi- 
cation are currently being 
developed which will provide 
the more sensible integral 
three point retractable seat 
belt system and have the all 


important ability to recline. 
For minicoach operators 
there have been M2 seats 
available for some time but 
these have had a weight 
penalty which has compro- 
mised seating capacity in 
some cases. 

Recent developments have 
seen the weight of seating 
compliant with minibus 
requirements drop to accept- 
able levels, through the use of 
alternative materials and 
design principles. There is 
said to be real progress too in 
the area of double seat con- 
struction. When this is per- 
fected there will be real cause 
for acclaim. 

Manufacturers of minibus- 
es have made great strides 
towards greater integrity with- 
in the bodyshell and particu- 
larly in strengthening the floor 
pan. They have also worked 
with seat, belt and tracking 
manufacturers to produce cer- 
tified designs of flooring 
framework which meet with 
all legislational requirements. 
In time, with the emergence of 
new models many of these 
features may be built into the 
design but such a move may

cially viable when the bulk of 
supply is destined for light 
commercial operation. Vans 
produced by manufacturers 
like Mercedes can be 
acquired with coach rear ends 
to avoid the usual rear door 
arrangements and provide a 
ready made boot. Perhaps 
specific orders for strength- 
ened minibus floors could be 
catered for too. 


Greater safety on the road 
is another factor which can be 
taken into account.

One of the 
leading coach tour operators 
has even resorted to fitting 
large air horns to assist in 
reminding slower moving 
vehicles that they are imped- 
ing progress along the motor- 
way!

Tyres

More 
sophisticated versions can 
electronically monitor pres- 
sures and relay information to 
the driver by audible warning 
or diagramatically on a LED 
display indicating which tyre 
has deflated. Tyres run with 
low pressure become 
extremely hot and are liable 
to throw treads once the heat 
has begun to break up the 
bonding within the the casing. 


Alloy wheels are looked 
upon as a means of saving 
precious weight but they also 
have the advantage, claim the 
manufacturers, of being more 
accurately machined than their 
steel counterparts.

chassis related items. 


Safety is a feature which 
should be foremost in every 
operator’s itinerary and 
unless it is strictly adhered to 
the image of the industry will 
become tarnished - perhaps 
irreparably. Regulations are 
designed to ensure that stan- 
dards are maintained but 
these have to be enforced 
sensibly and properly thought 
through before they are 
revised or introduced. There 
is a great need for improved 
relationships between the 
operating sector and the leg- 
islators and continued com- 
munication through consulta- 
tion processes should be 
encouraged and supported. 
Organisations like the Confed- 
eration of Passenger Trans- 
port, The Coach Association, 
ALBUM, and other influential 
representative bodies need to 
be backed by active members 
who can assist in contributing 
towards political decisions 
that recognise good operating 
practices and help to weed 
out the small but damaging 
element that brings the bus 
and coach industry into disre- 
pute. 


Anniversary 


Wtih celebrations planned this weekend to mark 
the centenary of its birth, Doug Jack looks at: 


100 years of 
Leyland 


In June, there will be celebra- 
tions to mark the 100th 
anniversary of Leyland. There 
will be pride, tinged with sad- 
ness, because the old lady is 
nothing like as strong as she 
was, and too many foreigners 
have moved into her area! 

It is a remarkable tribute to 
all connected with the compa- 
ny, from senior management 
to the large numbers of high- 
ly skilled workers in the facto- 
ries, that the name of a small 
town in Lancashire became 
the most widely known British 
commercial vehicle in world 
markets. 

As a nation, we tend to be 
over-critical, or in the case of 
the tabloid press downright 
destructive, but Leyland was 
the world’s largest exporter of 
heavy commercial vehicles 
into the 1960’s and was still 
western Europe’s largest pro- 
ducer of buses and coaches 
as late as 1979. 


The early years 


The Leyland story goes a 
long way back. The Sumner 
family had owned a smithy 
and general engineering 
workshop in Leyland since 
around 1815. James Sumner 
inherited the business in 1892 
and started building steam- 
powered tricycles and lawn 
mowers. He needed capital to 
expand and found Henry 
Spurrier, who had made 
money working on American 
railroads. Spurrier and Sumn- 
er set up the Lancashire 
Steam Motor Company in 
1896, the direct forerunner of 
Leyland. 

A number of steam pow- 
ered vehicles were built and 
the first steam bus was deliv- 
ered to the Dundee Motor 
Omnibus Company in 1900. 
Soon after, the company 
began experimenting with 
petrol] engines. For a year or 
two, Crossley engines were 
used, but by 1906, the compa- 


ny had its own design. Sales 
of petrol powered vehicles 
grew rapidly, including 
exports. Demand for steamers 
fell, and the company 
changed its name to Leyland 
Motors Ltd in 1907. 

In those early days, manu- 
facturers had to make practi- 
cally every part themselves. 
There was almost no propri- 
etary component industry. 
That developed later. Leyland 
not only produced chassis, 
but also a range of bodywork 
for trucks, charabancs, and

single and double deck buses. 
It was not unusual for a chas- 
sis to have a flat platform for 
haulage during the week, and 
swapping to an open passen- 
ger body for the weekends. 


Wartime growth 


By 1912, there was grow- 
ing concern about the possi- 
bility of war in Europe. The 
War Office conducted a series 
of trials and Leyland was the

only manufacturer to gain cer- 
tificates in both classes, 30cwt 
and 3 tons. Operators who 
bought approved vehicles 
were given a subsidy on the 
purchase price and an annual 
maintenance subsidy, on con- 
dition that the vehicle could 
be requisitioned at short 
notice in the event of war. 

This was a _ tremendous 
boost to Leyland’s sales. 
When the war came, all the 
subsidy vehicles and many 
others were pressed into mil- 
itary service. 

The First World War has 
often been called the first 
motorised war in history. Ley- 
land received large orders 
from the War Office, which 
pushed production up to 10 
units a day, a very substantial 
output at that time. Wartime 
operating conditions were a 
very tough test on reliability 
and durability. Many improve- 
ments were made. 

When the war ended, 
orders from the War Office 
dried up. The problem was 
compounded by large num- 
bers of surplus military trucks 
coming onto the market and 
being purchased by 
demobbed soldiers who had 
learned to drive during the 
hostilities. Leyland bought 
over half the trucks it had sup- 
plied and refurbished them, in 
order to protect its reputation. 
Over 900 were found in one 
park about 25 miles in land 
from Calais. 

A comprehensive range of 
bus and charabanc chassis 
was Offered after the war, 
ranging from 18 seats up to 45 
on a double decker. Times 
were hard. The country was 
gripped by recession. Many 
smaller manufacturers went 
to the wall and Leyland lost 
over U1 million in 1922. 

The factory went on to 
short time working and proba- 
bly only survived because of 
the rapid growth in orders 
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from bus operators. In each of 
1922, 1923 and 1924, the out- 
put of the previous year was 
more than doubled. 


Rapid development 


The 1920’s were a period 
of rapid development in bus 
design. Paraffin and acetylene 
lighting were replaced by 
electric lamps, driven by a 
dynamo from the engine. 
Pneumatic tyres became 
available, initially only on the 
lightest models. They were an 
expensive optional item at 

the start, but the technolo- 
gy developed rapidly. Prices 
came down and they became 
available across the range, 
even on the heaviest trucks, 
before the end of the decade. 

There was a high degree 
of commonality between truck 
and bus chassis, but gradual- 
ly they started to diverge. 
Until this time, the layout had 
been quite conventional, with 
the driver invariably sitting 
behind the engine. 

Gradually, regulations 
were introduced, including 
limits on maximum permitted 
length. In order to make more 
space, the driver was moved 
forward, high above the 
engine, in a layout popularly 
designated “Overtype”. With- 
in a year, the designers had 
found a way to get the driver 
down alongside the engine, 
giving greater passenger 
capacity. : 

Among the many bus cus- 
tomers at this time were some 
companies which were to 
become very large and well 
known Leyland users. Alexan- 
der, Edinburgh Corporation, 
Cumberland Motor Services, 
Ribble, Crosville, United 
Counties and Southdown 
were regular customers. 
There was also a steady flow 
of export orders, as far afield 
as Canada, New Zealand, and 
Russia, which bought over 
150 buses in 1925. 


Titan and Tiger 


British bus design went 
through tremendous develop- 
ments in the ten years from 
1925 to 1935. Leyland was not 
the first to crank the frame 
lower between the axles in 
order to reduce the interior 
floor height, but the Lion sin- 
gle decker became one of the 
most successful of its time. 
The four cylinder 5.1 litre 
engine produced 62bhp, 
which was quite adequate 
with the light and simple tim- 
ber-framed bodywork. 

In 1927, Leyland launched 
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Anniversary

the Titan double decker and 
Tiger single decker. On these, 
the frame was cranked even 
lower, so that the top was 
only 21 inches above the 
ground. On the Titan, chassis 
and body designers worked 
closely to build a sunken 
gangway on the offside of the 
upper deck. There was 5ft 
10in headroom downstairs 
and 5ft Yin upstairs, giving a 
total height of just under 13ft. 

Known as the “lowbridge” 
layout, it enabled double 
deckers to work for the first 
time on many routes which 
had previously been impass- 
able, because there were 
many more railway bridges 
and other obstructions in the 
country at that time. 

Both the Titan and Tiger 
were powered by a new six 
cylinder 6.8 litre overhead 
camshaft petrol engine devel- 
oping 90bhp. The Titan was so 
successful that the body 
shops at Leyland could not 
cope. Several companies 
were sub-contracted to build 
to Leyland’s distinctive 
design. 

Glasgow Corporation 
became the first customer to 
give Leyland an order for 100 
buses. Their Titans delivered 
in 1928 at a price of u1,975 
each! The Tiger was also very 
successful, helping to open up 
longer distance interurban 


and express services in many 
parts of the country. 


Legislation 


Throughout the 1920's, 
there had been widespread 
competition between bus 
operators. Local magistrates 
controlled licensing in many 
places, and also dictated 
some of the critical dimen- 
sions of service buses. The 
railway companies were also 
becoming increasingly con- 
cerned about abstraction from 
their services. 

The Road Traffic Act 1930 
introduced a strict system of 
route licensing, which tended 
to favour the larger operators, 
many of whom were Leyland 
customers. At the same time, 
standardised Construction 
and Use Regulations were 
introduced, across the coun- 
try, and the maximum permit- 
ted weight on two axles went 
up to 10 tonnes gross. 


Diesel debut 


The industry had been 
aware of diesel engines from 
around 1925 and Leyland had 
carried out considerable 
research. Two or three opera- 
tors experimented with Gard- 
ner engines. The first Leyland 
diesel was a six cylinder 8.1 
litre unit, whose capacity was 
increased within two years to 
8.6 litres. This direct injection 
overhead camshaft engine 
was one of the smoothest run- 
ning diesels of the prewar era 
and remained in production 
for 15 years. Soon afterwards, 
diesel versions of other 
engines became available for 
smaller buses and coaches in 
the range. 


Metal bodywork 


Another major innovation 
was the introduction of metal 
framed bodywork. Leyland 
had already introduced jig 
building for timber framed 
bodies and that know-how 
was easily transferred to

steel. A prototype was pro- 
duced in 1932 and, after some 
teething troubles, volume pro- 
duction got under way about 
two years later. 

Another innovation was not 
so successful. AEC and Daim- 
ler were winning business 
from several major cities 
because they had a pre-selec- 
tive transmission which made 
driving much easier. Leyland 
developed a semi-automatic 
torque convertor which 
worked reasonably well, but 
was very heavy on fuel. They 
found favour with customers 
in hilly cities like Sheffield, 
Burnley and Plymouth, but 
many were removed in the 
wartime to conserve fuel. 


Broad range 


By the mid 1930's, the sin- 
gle deck range included the 
Cub, a 20-25 seater for rural 
services, the full size but light 
weight Cheetah, the Lion and 
the top-of-the-range Tiger, 
and also a three axle version 
of the Tiger, suitable for body- 
work up to 30ft long. There 
were also bonneted Lioness 
and Tigress models, sold 
almost exclusively for export. 
Petrol and diesel engines 
were available, but the latter 
quickly became more popular. 


Trolleybuses 


Many municipalities were 
replacing their tram systems, 
usually with diesel buses, but 
there was demand from some 
of the larger cities, principally 
London, for trolleybuses. Ley- 
land developed a range of two 
and three axle models includ- 
ing a remarkable low loading 
prototype, with an entrance 
ahead of the front axle, an 
open rear platform, and a 
floor only one step above the 
ground throughout! 


Engine relocation 


The later 1930’s saw further 
new developments, including 
the first models with the engine 
removed from its traditional 
position at the front. London 
Transport bought lightweight 
rear engined Cubs for rural ser- 
vices. Leyland also introduced 
horizontal underfloor engines, 
so that even more space could 
be made available for passen- 
gers. Both these developments 
were halted by the Second 
World War. 

Leyland built tanks and 
military trucks during the war 
and from there came the 7.4 
litre engine which was to 
power the first post war Titans 


and Tigers. It was a noisy, 
almost harsh, engine but was 
durable and efficient. It was 
also used to repower many 
older Leylands which were 
kept in service to cover short- 
ages of new vehicles. 


The 0.600 engine 


In 1947, Leyland intro- 
duced the 0.600, a 9.8 litre 
unit, which acquired a leg- 
endary reputation for reliabili- 
ty and smoothness. It was 
offered alongside the 7.4 litre 
unit for three to four years, 
before the latter was dropped. 

In the difficult years after 
the War, the Government 
placed tremendous emphasis 
on export. Leyland appointed 
Donald Stokes to head up the 
export operation. He led a 
lively team which secured 
orders not just from the old 
empire. Leyland buses and 
coaches were exported to 
several European countries, 
to central and south America, 
and to CIE in Ireland, which 
built its own bodywork to Ley- 
land designs for many years. 

The export team had to 
have superb product knowl- 
edge and be_ resourceful. 
Many sales missions could 
last a month or more, and 
communication with the facto- 
ry was usually only possible 
by cable, and later by telex. 
International air travel was 
starting to grow, but it was the 
1970's before telephone ser- 
vices improved and fax has 
only been around for the last 
ten years. This was the breed- 
ing ground for the men who 
later rose to very high posi- 
tions in the company. 


Wider buses 


In 1948, the Regulations 
were changed to permit buses 
up to 8ft wide, at first only on 
approved routes, but that 
restriction was lifted in 1950. 
From that date, the maximum 
length for double deckers was 
increased to 27ft, and for single 
deckers to 30ft, on two axles. 

Leyland answered demand 
for a smaller and lighter truck 
by introducing the Comet, 
which was distinguished by 
an American style bonnet. A 
choice of 5 litre petrol or 
diesel engines was available, 
and some were bodied as 
coaches by smaller private 
operators. 


Royal Tiger 


By 1950, Leyland had built 
a horizontal version of the 
0.600 engine. This was fitted 
in the Olympic, an integral 
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London Transport operated 
this 1936 KPO3 Cub 20 
seater. 


bus made jointly with MCW, 
and in the Royal Tiger chassis 
which was available for bus 
or coach bodywork. 

Within three years, the 
range expanded when the light- 
weight Tiger Cub was_intro- 
duced, with a horizontal 0.350 
engine of 5.7 litres capacity. It 
answered the domestic 
demand for a lighter and more 
economical chassis. 

Principally for export, a 
larger and more powerful ver- 
sion of the 0.600 engine was 
produced. The 0.680, of 11.1 
litres capacity, was fitted in 
the Worldmaster and later 
versions of the Olympic. 

Around the same time, 
Leyland introduced the Pneu- 
mocyclic gearbox, a direct 
acting air operated box which 
the driver controlled through 
a miniature gear turret. It had 
no clutch pedal and quickly 
became very popular. 


Albion acquired 


In 1951, Leyland acquired 
Albion Motors of Glasgow, 
which had a largely comple- 
mentary range of light/medi- 
um trucks and bus chassis. 
Albion was also a vigorous 
exporter and was _ stronger 
than Leyland in certain areas, 
notably East Africa, India and 
Singapore. 

Stokes and his team were 
having tremendous success, 
with some huge export 
orders, such as 620 Royal 
Tigers to Cuba and an even 
larger order from Argentina 
for 450 Royal Tigers and 300 
Olympics. Leyland was also a 


Leyland had very many 
major overseas customers.

major force in several Euro- 
pean countries, particularly 
Spain, Denmark and_ the 
Netherlands. 


Double deck 
designs 


Late in 1952, Leyland 
unveiled a_ prototype rear 
engined double decker with a 
turbocharged 0.350 engine 
mounted transversely on the 
rear platform. It had a very low 
frame height and independent 
front suspension. The smaller 
engine enabled a_ standard 
cutaway rear platform and two 
prototype vehicles yielded 
valuable information. 

The next stage was a full 
low floor sub frame with an 
entrance ahead of the front 
axle, a drop centre rear axle 
and a_ transverse 0.600 
engine. It took advantage of a 
change in the Regulations in 
1956 to permit double deckers 
up to 30ft long on two axles 
and a maximum gross weight 
of 14 tons. Even so, the proto- 
type came out at a commend- 
ably low 7.75 ton unladen 
weight and could seat 78 pas- 
sengers. There was operator 
reaction to the integral con- 
struction. Features like the 
independent front suspension 
and drop centre rear axle 
were expensive. 

Two years later, Leyland 
introduced the Atlantean, 
which had a chassis frame 
and could be bodied by sev-

eral builders. The availability 
of a double decker with an 
entrance under the supervi- 
sion of the driver soon 
became popular, and 
Atlanteans entered service all 
over the country. 


Leopard launch 


Another famous model 
appeared in 1959 when a 
Tiger Cub was fitted with a 
horizontal 0.600 engine to 
form a new model, the Leop- 
ard. This versatile chassis 
had an excellent power to 
weight ratio and soon became 
popular with the country’s 
leading coach operators. A 
fleet of 20 entered service 
with Western SMT on the 
Glasgow-London route within 
a year of the launch. 

The Regulations changed 
again in 1961 to permit all 
buses and coaches to be up 
to 36ft long and with a maxi- 
mum width of 8ft 2in, the 
imperial equivalent of 2.5 
metres. 


Technology 
transfer 


Both the domestic and 
export businesses were boom- 
ing, but a number of countries 
wanted to develop their own 
manufacturing industries, not 
just to save foreign exchange, 
but also to grow the skills of 
their own people. Leyland 
entered into a number of 
agreements to assemble and 
progressively manufacture 
trucks and buses in overseas 
markets, notably with Ashok 
Leyland in India and Pegaso in 
Spain. Further expansion 
came in 1961 when Leyland 
took over the Coventry car 
maker, Standard-Triumph. 


ACV merger 


Some of the stiffest compe- 
tition to Leyland, at home and 
overseas, came from the 
Associated Commercial Vehi- 
cles Group. This included 
AEC, Park Royal and Roe. 
Leyland and AEC “merged” in 
1962 to form the Leyland 
Motor Corporation. There was 
a limited amount of collabora- 
tion between the two compa- 
nies, such as sharing a new 
truck cab, and eliminating 
some wasteful competition 
abroad. 

The rear. engine Panther 
was introduced in 1964 with the 
choice of a low frame for bus 
operations or a high frame for 
coaching. The more flexible 
chassis caused problems for 
some bus bodybuilders, so the 
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Panther had a generally unhap- 
py reputation. At least the struc- 
tural lessons were learned 
when the next rear engine sin- 
gle decker was announced, the 
Leyland National. 

By the mid 1960's, Leyland 
was a highly successful com- 
pany and a very effective 
competitor in world markets. 
The commercial vehicle oper- 
ations had lean but efficient 
management and good sys- 
tems. Looking back, it was 
engineering and production 
led, but with a powerful sales 
force capable of opening 
practically any door in the 
world. There was precious lit- 
tle marketing in the sense that 
we know nowadays. 


Bennss grand plan 


In 1966, Harold Wilson’s 
Labour Government had been 
re-elected with a _ larger 
majority and Anthony Wedg- 
wood Benn was appointed 
Minister of Technology. He 
believed that only the largest 
and most efficient companies 
would survive, so he set up 
the Industrial Reorganisation 
Corporation to modernise 
British manufacturing indus- 
try. Sir Donald Stokes became 
one of the first members. 

Benn’s agenda _ included 
rationalising the British motor 
industry. Leyland acquired 
Rover and Aveling-Barford 
then Wilson and Benn per- 
suaded Stokes and the Chair- 
man of BMC that the two com- 
panies should merge. Wilson 
gave a £50 million grant 
towards reorganisation. 

Under such political pres- 
sure, Stokes probably had no 
option. In fact, events soon 
demonstrated that the healthy 
annual profits being made by 
the truck and bus operations 
were very largely diverted to 
support the hopelessly uneco- 
nomic car operations in the 
Midlands. 

The merged company 
became known as the British 
Leyland Motor Corporation, 
which the media _ quickly 
abbreviated to Leyland. They 
slammed the quality and 
industrial relations problems 
in the car plants, but in so 
doing, they damaged the 
name of Leyland irreparably, 
much to the annoyance of the 
truck and bus management 
and employees. 

As early as 1970, forward 
projects on the commercial 
vehicle side were cut back 
severely and that was reflected 
in the threadbare new model 
programme. The National had 
been developed just before the 
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A 1967 Leyland Titan PD2A 
with East Lancs bodywork 
featuring the ‘St Helens’ 
front appropriately enough 
on a St Helens bus. 


constraints and went into vol- 
ume production in 1972. 

Volvo, Scania, DAF and 
Mercedes came into the 
domestic truck market, some- 
times picking up dealers who 
had been discarded in Ley- 
land’s rationalisation. 


Titan trauma 


The Leyland Atlantean, 
Daimler Fleetline and Bristol 
VRT all had their followers in 
the double deck sector which 
was averaging 2,000 sales per 
annum in the 1970's, under 
the impetus of Bus Grant. The 
first attempt at rationalisation 
came with the Titan which 
was first launched in 1975 but 
did not get into volume pro- 
duction until 1978, mainly 
because of trade union prob- 
lems at Park Royal. The 
advanced double decker was 
designed in close co-opera- 
tion with London Transport, 
which was eventually the only 
major customer. 


Changing markets 


Leyland’s export sales 
held up remarkably well dur- 
ing the troubled 1970's, but 
there were problems. Much of 
the South American market 
became closed to competitors 
who set up local operations 
which were protected by high 
import duties. 

More advanced models 
were being offered by conti- 
nental builders and were 
starting to eat into Leyland’s 
markets in continental 
Europe. Leyland’s’ export 
model mix was_ swinging 
more towards the simple and 
rugged Albion and Guy chas- 
sis, which were very popular 
in Africa and the Far East. 
The Atlantean also did well, 
with major orders from Iran 
and Iraq, and the Fleetline 
took off in Hong Kong. 

The Government took over 
British Leyland in 1975 but all 
efforts were initially concen- 
trated on sorting out the car 


divisions. When funds were 
released to the Truck and Bus 
operation, more was spent on 
facilities than products. The 
AEC, Daimler and Guy facto- 
ries were closed, and produc- 
tion concentrated in Lan- 
cashire and Scotland. 


Long knives 


Leyland suffered from a 
fundamental change in man- 
agement, bringing people 
from Ford into areas like 
Finance and Personnel. They 
created large staff centres, far 
removed from the traditional 
lean, fit and engineering- 
based culture of Leyland. 

Widely respected directors, 
steeped in the industry, and 
with excellent track records, 
left the company. People like 
Ron Ellis, Trevor Webster and 
Marcus Smith could not be 
replaced. 


Invasion 


Leyland’s bus and coach 
range came under attack in 
the home market from Volvo 
and Scania, followed by DAF 
and MAN. The Volvo B58 got 
a tremendous boost when the 
AEC factory was shut. The 
twenty year old Leopard was 
not replaced by the Tiger until 
1981, but by then Volvo was 
well established. 

Further rationalisation saw 
the Olympian double decker 
replace the Atlantean Fleet- 
line and VRT. It quickly 
became the market leader 
and has held that position 
ever since. The Royal Tiger 
Doyen was a belated effort to 
counter the foreign integrals, 
but its development and tool- 
ing costs were not far short of 
total sales revenues! 


That woman! 


The withdrawal of Bus 
Grant had a serious effect on 
domestic orders, but the next 
blow was nearly terminal. 
Margaret Thatcher’s decision 
to introduce the Transport Act 
1985 had a very serious 
impact on domestic orders for 
three to four years. In fact, the 
market has still not recovered 
to anything like the levels of 
the 1970's. 


Sale and resale 


She was also determined 
to be rid of British Leyland, 
whatever the cost, and even- 
tually accepted a give-away 
offer for Leyland Bus from the 
management. They must have 
known in their hearts that they 
could not compete on the 
international stage and that 
they were vulnerable in their 


home market. They were for- 
tunate, within a year, to find a 
buyer in Volvo which was 
keen to establish a bus chas- 
sis manufacturing base within 
the boundaries of the Euro- 
pean Community at that time. 

Some people have criti- 
cised Volvo for closing Ley- 
land. Leyland on its own 
would probably have folded in 
1989 under the massive costs 
of reworking Sprinter trains, a 
bill which was picked up by 
Volvo. Volvo struggled with 
the worst market conditions 
since the Second World War, 
but eventually took the 
inevitable decision to close 
Leyland and transfer produc- 
tion of the Olympian to Irvine. 
It is the last Leyland designed 
bus in production in this coun- 
try, but licensed designs live 
on in India. 

DAF took over the Truck 
operations, adding insult to 


injury. The Dutch company had 
grown as a Leyland licensee, 
but went bankrupt in 1993. The 
Truck management bought out 
their business from the receiv- 
er ands

Heritage 

It is sad that so little 
remains of Britain’s biggest 
bus builder. At its peak, before 
it became involved with cars, 
Leyland was a world player. 
You can see it in the many old 
buses and coaches which still 
ply our streets today. They 
were well engineered and well 
built. The engineering exper- 
tise lives on in the indepen- 
dent company based in the 
magnificent test centre just 
west of Leyland. 

Leyland not only devel- 
oped products, but people. 
The training schemes were 
among the best in the country. 
The proudest part of the her- 
itage must be that, wherever 
you go, not just in this coun- 
try, in manufacturing and 
operating industries, you will 
find people who trained and 
worked at Leyland. It is a 
pedigree which still com- 
mands great respect from for- 
mer competitors.
